Not So Profitable At Thay One* Warn 

— Cold Storage. 

Time was when the prDductlon of 
winter eggs was a highly rpniunoratlvo 
buslnesB well fitted to .'also up liopi'S 
and hen houses but the man who al- 
lows himself to be Iiiri'd Into the win- 
ter egc buslneiis now Intlucnccil by the 
B«diirtive caelile of an optimistic old 
hen has not properly cauvussed the 
altoatlon. 

TiBM haro ^aagad. It la exped- 
lont now that winter egg literature 
he renorated and made over on a new 
pattern. There la too much of a dU- 
poaition to throw around th<' subject 
the halo of "the olden koIcIcu glory 
of the days gone by." As a matter of 
fact a new element has now to be 
reckoned with, and the man who re- 
fuses to talie it Into account Is not 
wiae. 

Cold storage has come to stay and 
the result of tu coming has been to 
loTel prices by ratalng the summer 
prIOf and lowering the extravagant 
IflKNa which were formerly obtained 
In winter. It Is practically Impossible 
for eggs now to reach ruinously low 
prices In summer becnnse of tho con 
stant cold storn;;.' buylns which be- 
gins as soon as they n-acli twelve 
cents a do^en. while tlic unloading of 
stock which sets in when the price 
eighteen cents keepa the win- 
ter price so low that the winter egg 
man hardljr geta a aufflcient advance 
to pay for hla cayenne i>epper and dip- 
loaacy. — Watlopal Tnichmao. 

Poultry Notes. 

BKamlne earetulty roofs and win- 
dows, and make neceasary repairs. 

Whltewaab inaide of coopa thor- 
oughly, adding an ounce of carbolic 
acid to each pail of wash. 

Kerosene roosts, upper aad under 
sides. 

Gather road dust or dry r.and: fill 
dust boxiM, and I ut a layer of sand in 
the bottom of each nest box. Mouse 
a quantity of dust or sand for winter, 
sufficient to last until spring. This Is 
of far greater Importance than most 
people have any Idea of. Health, com- 
fort and profit are greatly Increased 
toy «t 

If early hatched pullets are fully 
matured, coop them as you Intend 
them to remain for the winter. It Is 
not safe to move thorn aftiT they 
start laying, as It will interfere with 
the egg yield. Weed out the poor 
specimens and keep only the beat, 
both male and female.

The Clean Poultry Heusa. 

Nothing does so nuicli harm anu 
causes such loss as the parasites that 
abound In many poultry bouaea. Re- 
move all percbea and neata and bum 
the nillnga o( the neata. Give the 
roosta and nests a thorough good coat 
Ing of eoal oil, and If desired burn 1. 
mL Clean out the hen house, then 
give It a good floating of whitewash 
with caiholto add In it. Phis will 
make the walls light atid destroy 
pests. The floor and ( . llln- s'h. iUI 
be white-washed as well as the wall.-t 
If there are many cracks and c rcvici-s 
in the walls It shou'd be udvisaiile to 
fumigate the place by burning sulphur. 
If the walls were whitewashed only 
recently. It might do now to waah the 
walla with a strong carbolic waah and 
then a few days later fumigate the 
place. Whan thoroughly clean re- 
turn rooats and nests and put new lin- 
ing In the nest boxes. Keep a supply 
of nice dry earth for a dust i)ath, and 
the hens will keep tii. nis. lves pretty 
free of li<e during th- winter. 



Mow to Fumigate a Poultry Hous:. 
Ilemove all nests, p.rehes. »,riil 
everything that Is portalde I'nt a 
pound of sulphur in an Iron pan with 
some burulng coals. in the middle ol 
the house. Then close up the doors, 
windows, and all other openings, and 
let them remain ao tor two or three 
hours. Aftorward paint the rooata 
and neat boxea thoroughly with coal 
tar, and whltewaah the house both In 
aide and out with lime. A spraylue 
pump Is very useful to get the llnu- 
wash into the crevices In the roosts 
and walls, and it Is lieneflclal to adil 
some carbolic acid to the lime wasli. 
Once a house is thoroughly freed from 
vermin It is easy to keep it so by at- 
t> luliug to It regularly and taking the 
precautionary measure of frequent 
limo^waahlBg.

1 nctly so with the. ice .harvest. The 
' proper time to put up Ice ts when It Is 
I ready; and wise Is the farmer who haa 
, his house ready to ncelire It when It 
I la ready to harveat , Tbe loe cannot be 
! put up in the pleaaant autumn days, 
but the building can ho erected and 
the sawdust drawn «a4 piled ready for 
uae. With this preparation and ex- 
pense met very few will neglect the 
ice harvest. 

The building.— An expensive build- 
ing Is ntMMlless. and an extravagant 
waste of means. Many "fall down" 
when they build too small. No Ice- 
house should be less than 12x12, and 
iCxlG with lOfoot atuddlng la better. 
The latter else la ample for tyo fam- 
lUes where they Uto aaSoleaUy dose 
and need It only for Ju— stlc use. Far 
loss loe will supply tw* tamillea from 
a Itilt house, turii from a two 10x12 
houses. The largor tko body of Ice 
the less. proportlOBatOty. la tho waste 
from melting. 

The pond.— When a spring or brook 
in available, It is better and cheaper to 
have your own Ice pond. A few day's 
work with team and sooop will make 
an excavation and dam sufficient for 
the purpose. Then you can build your 
Ice house on the banks, where It can 
be very rapidly filled. And when your 
own hottse is filled you can often aell 
the seoood and third owtUng to neigh- 
bors for a sulBoieat sum to make a 
good return for yo«^- inveetment in 
the pond. Ice from a pond prepared 
for the purpose, where the flow of 
water can be cut off when the froeslng 
process is going on. Is much mora uni- 
form In thickness than when taken 
from streams or lakes fed by sprlnga. 

Harvesting and housing. — Cut the 
ice in squares about eighteen inches 
each way, using great care to have ail 
the blocks cut trua Cloae attention 
to thta feature will aave much time in 
packing and be a safe gnara against 
the admission of air and melting. Put 
a layer all over the bottom, leaving a 
apace about 15 Inebea all around the 
wall to be filled with well-cured and 
rotted sawdu^ tamped in closely. 
Before the aeoond layer of Ice la 

cold.- sluah with i«e . water. F^loW 
^this up until the houae is filled, and 

you will have practically one Taat cake 
of ice, with no space for air to atart 
the melting. There Is just one advan- 
tage In a double wall fified with saw- 
dust; you do not have to reni(^ve all 
the dust each yoar. The difference 
Is not, In my opinion, sufficient to war- 
rant the extra expense In construc- 
tion. Care should be exercised to get 
duat that la aufflciently rotted not to 
beat Hauling, early In the aummer 
and atacktng in a dOM-heap, allowa it 
time to go through a sweat aad cool 
down ready for uae. When the bouse 
is full and the apace around the aides 
well packed with duat, cover the entire 
top with from eight to twelve inchea 
of dust and nuletly uwait the pleasure 
of using It next summer. 

When one lives near a city where 
dally trips are made with milk, veg- 
etables, etc.. so as not lO incur special 
trips to the artlflclal ice plant. It may 
In some caaea, be cheaper to buy ice 
at from fifteen to twenty-five centa a 
hundred than to prenerTe your own 
natural prodnet— 0|Up JP^^or.
